The broadcast came as an internation­ 
al team of m ilitary observers said it 
planned to return soon to form er Bia­ 
fran territory to investigate allegations 
to atrocities committed by Nigerian 
troops.

President Nixon’s pledge of support 
for Israel brought the expected reac­ 
tion from Tel Aviv and C airo - Israeli 
sources called it “ encouraging,” Cairo 
deplored it as “ disappointing.” 
Spokesmen for the Israeli m ilitary

said Israeli warplanes began 
their strike along the central sector of 
the canal at 10:25 a.m .f hitting army 
camps, m ortar positions and antiaircraft 
batteries. 
All the planes returned safely, cutting 
off the assault at 11:30 a.m ., the Is­ 
raeli spokesmen said. 
Nixon told a group of Jewish leaders 
in Washington Sunday the United States 
will provide more m ilitary hardware to 
Israel if that is what is required to 
“ defend the safety of its people.” 
His rem arks were interpreted as an at­ 
tempt to calm fears Washington was 
abandoning Israel in favor of what the 
President ea rlier called his new “ even- 
handed” Middle East policy.

WASHINGTON (UPI)—President Nixon 
will submit both his 1971 budget and the 
annual economic m essage to Congress 
next Monday, the White House said today.

also said the President probably would 
hold a news conference Friday evening. 
T he' meeting with newsmen, originally 
scheduled tonight, likely will be held in 
early evening, Ziegler said. It will be 
nationally broadcast on radio and tele­ 
vision. 
Ziegler said the President also may go 
on the air before that to give his rea­ 
sons for vetoing a $19.7 billion health- 
education money bill. The m easure is ex­ 
pected to be given final congressional 
approval early this week. 
Z iegler said it was “ a good possibil­ 
ity” Nixon would make a broadcast state­ 
ment on the veto, which he has threat­ 
ened on grounds the bill is inflationary. 


Rain-weary N. California 
braces for new downpour

Northern California rivers, swollenby 
two weeks of drenching rains, flooded 
wide areas today as weary residents 
braced for the threat of still another 
Pacific storm . 
At least four persons were drowned 
in the raging flood w aters and dozens of 
fam ilies were forced to flee their homes. 
The weatherm an said the latest in the 
serie s of storm s would move into north­ 
west California early today and spread 
southward during the day and Tuesday. 
A brief respite between storm s came 
Sunday when skies cleared allowing road 
crew s and civil defense w orkers to re­ 
pair some of the thousands of dollars 
in damage. 
The overflowing riv ers receded some, 
but large areas were still flooded. The 
Russian River at Guerneville was at 
40.1 feet, eight feet above flood stage. 
Two m iles of farm lands were flood­ 
ed on the Butte County side of the Sac­ 
ramento 
River when a 30-foot levee 
broke. 
Officials estim ated damage at 
$200,000 and asked Gov. Ronald Reagan 
to declare the county a disaster area. 
Hardest hit w ere the counties of Shas­ 
ta, Tehama, Butte and Glenn. 
A Fort Ross youth, Rex Dupret, 18, 
drowned five m iles west of Guerneville 
when a sm all boat he was in capsized 
on the swift flowing Russian River. 
In Shasta County, authorities said two 
ihen drowned while riding rafts through 
flooded lowlands. They were identified 
as E arl Fielding, 26, and John Breck­ 
inridge, 24, both of Igo. 
An unidentified teen-aged boy disap­ 
peared and was presum ed drowned at 
Middleton near C lear Lake when a boat 
in which he and three other youths were 
riding overturned on the swollen St. He­ 
lena Creek. 
The main highway between San F ran­ 
cisco 
and the Oregon line, U.S. 101, 
was closed three m iles north of Clover- 
dale because of a mudslide. 
Another mudslide between Ukiah and 
W illits closed the highway briefly. T rav­ 
elers described the road as “ a m ess, 
but passable.” 
The 
N orthwestern 
Pacific Railroad 
line, which parallels the highway, was 
blocked by slides in two places. Work 
crew s were trying to have the line open 
again today.

Students may 
fight deferment 
rule in court

WASHINGTON (UPI) — The Supreme 
Court 
declared today that college stu­ 
dents who lose their deferm ents and are 
ordered into service as draft delin­ 
quents are entitled to fight the action 
in the courts p rio r to induction. 
The unanimous, 8-0 ruling repudiated 
an argument by Attorney G erald John 
M. 
Mitchell that war protesters and 
others could not challenge their reclas­ 
sification before being summoned into 
the service. 


The law has given the ordinary draf­ 
tee no recourse but to refuse induction 
and subject him self to crim inal prosecu­ 
tion or to submit and try to get out of 
uniform afterw ard through a habeas cor­ 
pus proceeding. 
But today’s m ajority opinion by Jus­ 
tice Hugo L. Black held that college 
students who lose their deferred status 
by action of a draft board can challenge 
the reclassification by a civil suit. 


The ruling came in a case involving 
Timothy J. B reen of Bridgeport, Conn., 
an undergraduate at the Berkeley School 
of Music in Boston. He was declared 
a delinquent and classified 1A after he 
handed in his draft card at a Vietnam 
protest meeting. 


In other actions, the Court; 
-R ejected without comment a move by 
Gov. Claude R. Kirk J r., of Florida to 
delay the court - ordered Feb. 1 dead­ 
line for school desegregation ordered 14 
school districts in Florida and four other 
southern states. Kirk had sought recon­ 
sideration of the deadline order.

Reagans plan to halt 


drug abuse near action

SACRAMENTO UPI — Gov. Ronald 
Reagan’s plan to halt drug abuse through 
a m ajor effort at education, rehabilP 
tation and aids to law enforcement goes 
before the legislature this week. 
The Reagan adm inistration and GOP 
m em bers of the legislature also are 
placing finishing touches on the gover­ 
n o r’s tax reform program . 
Reagan 
said Saturday it would include as much 
as a 40 per cent cut in property taxes 
for persons 
living 
in 
“ low-cost 
housing.” 
Fam ilies living in their own homes 
would have present taxes cut at least 
20 to 25 per cent, he added. 


Details of the plan were not released 
but Reagan previously has said an in­ 
crease in state sales and personal in­ 
come taxes may be necessary to ease 
the property tax burden. 
As the 1970 legislative session enter­ 
ed its fourth week, the adm inistration 
also prepared Reagan’s m essage on drug 
abuse to be presented to the lawmakers 
Wednesday. 


Reagan’s plan is expected to include 
legislation benefiting law enforcem ent, 
drug abuse prevention and rehabilitation 
and em phasize education. 
The chairm an of the Assembly Health 
and W elfare 
Sub-committee on 
Drug 
Abuse already has introduced a legis­ 
lative package designed to crack down 
on illegal use of drugs. 
The package by Assemblyman Wil­ 
liam Campbell, R-Hacienda Heights, re­ 
quires drug m anufacturers to spend 25 
per cent of their radio and television 
advertising funds for anti-drug abuse 
com m ercials. 
It also redefines m arijuana as an hal­ 
lucinogenic drug rath er than a narcotic 
and m akes it illegal to possess the 
chem ical ingredients of LSD or me- 
thamphetamine. 
Another Campbell bill would prohibit 
direct mail order sales of dangerous 
drugs unless purchases and suppliers 
furnished the state pharmacy board with 
a record of sale. 
And drug exporters would be required 
to be licensed by the state, thus per­ 
mitting inspection of their inventories.

Paul Stine, 29, was slain last 
Oct. 11. Both shootings oc­ 
curred during Saturday night 
shifts, and both cab drivers 
were shot behind the ear before 
their wallets were taken. 
Zodiac ripped a chunk out of 
Stine’s shirt and mailed pieces 
of the blood-stained cloth to 
police 
and newspapers with 
notes bragging about the killing 
and four others committed in 
the San Francisco Bay Area 
since Dec. 20, 1968. 
Homicide 
Inspector 
Dave 
Toschi said the Jarman shoot­ 
ing had several similarities to 
the Stine slaying, but “ it’s too 
soon to tell if it’s Zodiac.” 


The Zodiac slayer warned in 
a Christmas letter to Lawyer 
Melvin Belli that “ 1 cannot 
remain in control for much 
longer.” The letter also con­ 
tained another piece of Stine’s 
bloody shirt. 
“ I cannot reach out for help 
because this thing in me won’t 
let me,” he said in an appeal to 
Belli. 
“ I 
am 
finding 
it 
extremely difficult to hold it in 
check. I'm afraid I will lose 
control again. Please help me. 
I’m drowning.” 
The slaying of Stine was not 
in the pattern of Zodiac’s first 
four killings. 


Authorities said the killer’s 
notes and their evidence links 
him to the deaths of three 
young women and a teen-aged 
boy in three separate Lovers’ 
Lane attacks near Vallejo and 
Napa between December 1968 
and August 1969. 
The first three killings, near 
Vallejo about 30 miles northeast 
of here, weren’t connected until 
Zodiac sent the first of his 
taunting letters 
and crypto­ 
grams to newspapers, with the 
demand they be printed on 
page one. 


He wrote the dates of these 
slayings on the car door of his 
fourth victim, killed about 20 
miles further north in Napa 
County.

Yancey takes Crosby title

F irst, it was Jack Nicklaus 
who 
went

tournaments. 


Now, it’s Bert Yancey, who 
started a diet a month ago, lost 
five pounds and went out and 
won the Bing Crosby National 
Pro-Am Sunday. And the fellow 
he beat was none other than 
Nicklaus. 
Yancey, unruffled and unrat­ 
tled until almost the end by a 
charge by Nicklaus, won with a 
final round three under par 69 
that gave him a 72-hole score of 
10 under par 278. 
Nicklaus, playing in his first 
tourney of the year after a 


month's layoff, shot a final 
round 65 over Pebble Beach to 
tie the Crosby record but it 
wasn’t quite enough for the 
form er “ Big Bear’’ from Ohio 
State. He wound up at 279, but 
won $14,300 that put him into 
the millionaires bracket along 
with Arnold Palmer and Billy 
Casper. 
This day, though, belonged to 
Yancey, a 31-year-old pro from 
Pompano 
Beach, 
Fla., 
who 
previously had won only five 
tournaments compared to 28 for 
Nicklaus. 
‘ There are certain days when 
you wake up you feel great,” 
said Yancey. “ I knew this was 
going to be one of those days 
you always hope for.’’

Boudreau 
thought back to 1947 when he 
was Cleveland’s shortstop and 
m anager, how Bill Veeck was 
getting ready to trade him to 
the St. Louis Browns for Vern 
Stephens,

K ram er and 
Wally 
Judnich 
and how the 
people in Cleveland prevailed 
upon Veeck to change his mind

deluging him with w ires, 
letters and phone calls.

public contract where said body subsequently calls for bids for any public Improve­ 
ment to ascertain and determine the general prevailing rate of per diem wages in 
the locality in which the work is to be performed, for each craft or type of work­ 
man or mechanic needed to execute the contract, and also the general prevailing 
rate for legal holiday and overtime work in each craft or type of workman or me­ 
chanic; 
NOW, THEREFORE, THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF LOMPOC, CALI­ 
FORNIA DOES HEREBY RESOLVE AS FOLLOWS: 
SECTION 1 The City Council has ascertained and does hereby determine that 
the general prevailing rate of per diem wages in the locality in which said work 
described is to be performed 
in the matter of the construction of municipal Im­ 
provements built in and for the City of Lompoc, for each craft or type erf workman 
or mechanic needed to execute the contract, and also the general prevailing rate 
for legal holiday arid overtime work for each craft or type of workman or mechan­ 
ic, is in accordance with the schedule noted as "Exhibit A" attached hereto and 
by reference made a part hereof. Further any classification omitted in said Exhibit 
A shall be paid not less than $4.45 per hour. 
The rates of wages, Including overtime, holiday and Sunday rates, as just speci­ 
fied, are subject to the effect, if applicable thereto, of Executive Orders ot the 
President of the United States No. 9240, dated September 9, 1942 and No. 9350, 
dated October 3, 1942, to any modifications thereof and to any and all lawful orders 
of the President or any other authorized Federal Officer or Agency, insofar as the

may be applicable. In case of any inconsistency or omission, the rates fixed 
by any such applicable Federal order, whether higher or lower, shall control.

Peering into the coming decade, one business w riter re ­ 
cently observed: 
“ One of the great prom ises of the ’70s stem s from the 
spectacular baby boom of the 1950s. 
P resently this bum per 
crop of babies will be turning into a bum per crop of young 
adults, 
who soon 
will be getting m arried and raising fam­ 
ilie s . 
“ They will be spending generously for housing, autos, 
TV 
se ts, appliances and everything else that a home and 
fam ily require. 
T his is a long-lasting plus for the econ­ 
om y.“ 
The truth is that this baby-adult boom may only be a 
short-lasting plus for the economy and a m uch, much long­ 
e r 
lasting minus in 
many other ways. 
The 1970s may 
be 
the last decade in which we may be perm itted to view 
an ever-accelerating population growth through rose-color­ 
ed g lasses, secure in the belief that as long as the busi­ 
n ess curve continues to so ar toward heaven a ll’s right with 
the world. 
How can population growth in the United States be said 
to be accelerating when the birth rate has actually fallen 
steadily in the past few y ears? 
Sim ply because population does not grow arithm etically 
—two plus two plus tw o-but geom etrically—two plus four 
plus eight. 
The larg er a population base, the larg er will be 
the absolute num ber of babies born in the next generation 
even with a low birth rate. 
Even should the A m ericans who w ere born in the 1950s and 


who will m arry in the 1970s have but two children per coup­ 
le, 
it 
is a sta tistic a l certainty that the U.S. population will 
clim b above 250 m illion by the end of the century. The ac­ 
tual fo recast is for 300 m illion. 
The family-building couples of the 1970s will indeed “ be 
spending generously for housing, autos, TV se ts, appliances 
and everything else that a home and family re q u ire .” 
But they will also see growing percentages of their in­ 
com es being taken in taxes, to pay for schools and w elfare 
se rv ic e s and the increasingly urgent effort to make our 
c itie s livable. 
The 
p rices they pay for autos, TV se ts and appliances 
w ill reflect the su rch arg e im posed by the cost of pollution 
control in the facto ries that make these products and by the 
higher cost of sc a rc e r raw m aterials. 
They will not only pay m ore for the transportation net­ 
w orks which will enable the fam ily’s breadw inner to com­ 
m ute from his home to his place of em ploym ent. 
But a fam ily re q u ire s m ore than m aterial things. Such 
values as privacy, open space in which to loaf and invite 
the 
soul, clean a ir to breathe, will becom e increasingly 
difficult to obtain and hence increasingly precious. 
A fam ily needs recreatio n and opportunities to escape 
the s tre s s e s and stra in s of everyday living. 
Yet even today 
many of our state and national parks are taxed to capacity 
each sum m er. 
T his only a beginning list of the re a l “ p ro m ises” of the 
baby boom of the 1950s.

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WASHINGTON (NEA) 
Apathy of a new kind is beginning to af­ 
fect the established A m erican political 
pro cess adversely. 
Vice C hairm an Elly Peterson of the Re­ 
publican 
National 
C om m ittee is finding 
in a survey of nor­ 
m ally activist GOP 
women that many a re 
turning 
away from 
political chores they 
used to perform eag­ 
erly . 
It is not a m atter 
of sm all moment. In 
m ajor national and 
state 
cam paigns, 
women have long supplied m ost of the vol­ 
unteer energies the party needs for m as­ 
sive routine tasks. 
F o r exam ple, in 1968 hundreds of wom­ 
en w ere involved in the huge telephone 
canvasses of voters In P resident Nix­ 
on ’s prim ary races. 
Not only do the women provide the en­ 
erg ies, but th eir volunteering saves the 
party m illions of d ollars. At a tim e when 
television and other costs a re rocketing 
skyw ard, the m ajor p a rtie s can ill-afford 
to lose this basic source of free man­ 
power. 
M rs. P ete rso n ’s inquiries indicate 
that many women who once took part 
feel today that political involvement is 
just too burdensom e. More and m ore, 
th e ir lives are beset by inevitable dis­ 
tractio n s and com plexities. Many sim ply 
re tre a t to the relative quiet of th eir 
hom es and forsw ear outside endeavors. 
O thers give a night a week o r a month 
to school activities, the church o r som e 
social enterp rise. 
Evidently, 
som e women are openly 


bored by activ ities that used to in­ 
trig u e them . O thers find cam paigning in­ 
creasingly difficult and chaotic. Says 
M rs. Peterson: 
“ People don’t want adversity today. 
They re sist ch allenges.” 
The dim inishing safety of city s tre e ts 
a c ro ss the nation may also be a fac­ 
to r. Much vital cam paign routine m ust 
be perform ed in the evening hours, 
when voters can be reached by tele­ 
phone o r in th e ir hom es. E veryw here, 
women are venturing out at night le ss 
and less. 
What bothers M rs. P eterso n and som e 
oth er key Republican lead ers m ost is 
the feeling th ere may be a deep-seated 
reason for this apathy. F o r it goes be­ 
yond the women w orkers to affect prom ­ 
ising young men who hold le sse r political 
office and are often quickly discouraged 
at the glacial pace of change in political 
stru c tu re s. 
As an instance, six young GOP legis­ 
la to rs in M rs. P e te rso n ’s home state, 
M ichigan, a re considering not running 
again, though it is 
just a short tim e 
since they first jumped willingly into 
the fray. 


T h eir general com plaint: They cannot 
get anything done. The barnacle - en­ 
cru sted state legislative p ro cesses seem 
unresponsive to p re ssu re s for m ore 
im againative action on the problem s of 
the age. 


T his re p o rte r found som e of this sam e 
quick discouragem ent in an encounter 
months ago with som e am bitious young 
N orth C arolina leg islato rs. One in p ar­ 
ticu lar, though he had rise n sw iftly on 
the pow er scale, thought he saw his 
clim b to higher rungs blocked. He was 
ready to quit.

The P re sid e n t’s aids in sist 
that the m assive 100-page bill would 
have been vetoed if the com m ittee had 
not trim m ed back c ertain benefits, con­

Through it all there was one un­ 
com prom ising voice.' 
Tw ice,, during 
the days when the decision presum ably 
hung in the balance, P resid en t Nixon 
put in urgent c a lls for W illiam Mc- 
Chesney M artin J r ., chairm an of the 
F ed eral R eserve 
B oard, 
at Harbour 
Island in the B aham as w here M artin 
w as vacationing. 
Asked 
for his ad­ 
vice, 
M artin recom ­ 
m ended a veto. 
He 
w as convinced the bill 
w 
a s 
inflationary. 
When the pluses and 
m inuses a re set off 
one against the other 
the total of tax reduc­ 
tion in the fiscal year 
1971 adds up to $2.7 
billion. 
As the Nixon 
budget m akers save on 
candle ends to try to 
get a balanced budget, that sum loom s 
v ery larg e. 
At one point M artin believed the P resi­ 
dent would veto the bill. 
But, given 
the g reat effort of the tax sp ecialists 
in C ongress over many m onths and the 
angry outcry which would have greeted 
a veto, that was m ore than could be 
expected of any P resident. 
Now M artin is departing. 
R etiring 
a t the end of the month, he has so 
long been a landm ark that W ashington 
w ill not be the sam e. 
In the e ra 
of affluence and inflation he stands 
out 
as a kind of ru stic nay sayer 
an early A m erican a rtifa c t carved out 
of som e tough, re sista n t wood. 
The tight money policy that M artin 
has c a rrie d through with the consider­ 
able for the slowdown of the economy 
and the falling off of housing sta rts. 
The Wall S treet com m unity would cheer­ 
fully boil him in oil. 
Even som e con­ 
serv ativ e econom ists believe the money 
supply has been turned down so tightly 
by the FED’S action that a recession 
is all but Inevitable. 
Often during his 19 y ears heading 
what has been, in effect, a fourth and 
autonom ous branch of governm ent, Mar­ 
tin has stood up to both 
President 
and C ongress. 
His com plaint has been 
that the burden of stem m ing inflation 
r e s ts fa r too heavily on money policy- 
money and credit—a s against fiscal pol­ 
icy w here budget balancing is subject 
to irre sistib le political p re ssu re s. 
In 
1965 M artin defied Lyndon Johnson, and 
the F ed eral R eserve B oard raised the 
discount rate. 
The prim e in te re st rate 
has steadily clim bed since them 
to 
today’s reco rd 8V2 per cent. 
Yet he conducts him self with such evi­ 
dent goodwill, not to m ention political 
sk ill, that he has rem ained on close 
te rm s with the five P resid en ts with whom 
he has dealt. 
Jam es Reston dubbed 
him aptly the Happy Puritan. 
While 
h is views often sound like those of 
an early Christian surveying the deca­ 
dence and the runaway economy of an­ 
cient Rome, he keeps a cheerful coun­ 
tenance. 
When he goes to an occasional cock­ 
ta il party (he neither sm okes nor drinks) 
a t his Baham ian re tre a t he is the sign 
and sym bol of an e a rlie r A m erica. The 
other m ales are decked out in brilliant 
colored slacks and fancy b lazers. W ear­ 
ing a gray business suit off the rack 
of 
a departm ent sto re, 
M artin is the 
m odel of the sober businessm an who 
keeps a close eye on the books. 
Yet 
he enjoys life. 
At 63 his tennis is 
as fast as that of m ost players half 
his age. 
H is som bre thoughts on inflation are 
well-grounded 
P rio r to his serv ice 
a t the FED as president of the Export- 
Im port Bank he knew at firsthand the 
plague that a price explosion can m ean 
to a sw iftly developing econom y. 
He 
sp eaks of B razil w here seesaw ing—m ost­ 
ly

The num ber of billionaires 
has increased astonishingly in the past 
decade. 
M artin views this development 
with profound concern. 
Many of these 
newly made billionaires a re com para­ 
tively obscure men who, thanks to shrew d 
and knowledgeable law yers, have had 
the advantage of tax gim m icks beyond 
the reach of m ost. 


The FED’S own sta tistic s show how 
the inflationary bubble has been su s­ 
tained.
